320 PATIENTS ADMITTED 


Many Valuable Improvements 
Have Been Made During Past 
Year. Instructrees for Train- 
ing School to Be Secured. 


The report of Miss Elizabeth At-| 
kinson, superintendent of the San 
Antonio hospital, shows the local 
institution, whose steckholders and 
directors met in annual session on 
Tuesday, to have just completed one 
of the most successful years in its 
history. 

During the year 323 patients were 
treated, an increase over the preced- 
ing year of forty-four. There was an 
average of nearly ten patients in 
the hospital daily throughout the 
year. Of the 323 treated there 
were only twenty deaths in the 
hospital during the year and four 
of those were victims of accidents 
and unconscious when admitted.

commended by all. Miss Atkinson’s 
report follows: 

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

The report of the work done at 
the San Antonio hospital during the 
year ending April 30, 1917, is here- 
with submitted. 

During the year there were admit- 
ted to this hospital 320 patients, 
three remaining in the hospital at 
the end of the year, making a total 
of 323 patients treated, with an av- 
erage of 9.5 patients a day. 

There were 32 births, 166 opera- 
tions, 47 accident cases and 75 medi- 
cal cases, 

There were 20 deaths, four of 
these being accident cases and un- 
conscious when admitted. 

There are five nurses who will 
graduate in June this year. Three 
new nurses entered the _ training 
school and at present there are four 


probationers. On account of the 
work being so heavy, a graduate 
nurse was employed for February) 


and March. A great deal of diffi- 
culty has been experienced in get- 
ting suitable applicants for the. train- 
ing school, the girls seeming to pre- 
fer the larger hospital with modern 
conveniences. Since the recent im- 
provements have been made we 
hope to overcome this difficulty. The 
gas and our new water heating sys- 
tem have proved:a real benefit both 
to nurses and patients and the new 
sterilizing outfit which is operated 
by gas has added a great deal to} 
our convenience in the work in the 
operating room. | 

The training school is accredited 
for one year by the state board | 
with recommendations for the ap-| 
pointment of an instructress of 
nurses at the beginning of the next 
term, September 1, 1917. This part 
of the work is very heavy and can- 
not be undertaken satisfactorily by 
the one person who has charge of 
the hospital. Whether the hospital 
will be accredited longer depends 
on how we can meet these condi- 
tions and the training school in con-

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PROPOSED UPLAND SEWER BOND TSoUE 


For the past few months the Bureau of 
Sanitary Enigneering has been making a 
canvass of sewerage and sewage disposal 
statistics in the incorporated 
cities of Californias 


towns and 
Information has been 
obtained for all but about twenty of these 
towns in the state. The statistics show 
that 175 towns and cities are practically 
completely sewered and that 52 communi- 
ties are not yet provided with a sewer 
system. 

The majority of these towns have long 


since reached the point where it is finane- 
ially possible to install sewer systems and 
almost without exception the health of 
the communities would be improved if 
comprehensive water carriage system were 
provided to take the place of the offensive 
and disease-producing privies and cess- 
pools. 


Replies and information on the practice’ 


of sewage treatment and disposal in those 
towns having sewer systems have not as 
yet been compiled and digested. It is ap- 
parent from the replies, however, that 
early improvement in the methods of treat- 
ment and proper disposal of sewage is 
necessary. It is evident also that many of 
the communities have been poorly advised 
in the scheme adopted for getting rid of 
sewage, so that even if water supplies are 
not menaced, nuisances are created to 80 
great an extent that some communities 
are facing serious damage suits. 

On June 5th the people of Upland will 
have an opportunity of deciding whether 
we will remain in the unsewered class. 

The sanitary conditions here in Upland 
have been worse than most people realize, 
and to miss this *chance of correcting the 
evil would certainly be disastrous. 

Few people, when they are shopping 
down town, stop to think of the menace 
not only to their own health but to the 
health of the little ones at home, even 
though they may live miles from the busi- 
ness section,

The credit of working out the detail of 
the }sewer system belongs t6 the sewer 
eomtnittee, composed of Messrs. D. E. Dob- 
bins, E. C. Mehl, Chas. Ruedy,’ and F. C. 
Froehde. 

This committee, after much investigat- 
ing, recommended one of two plans to the 
city trustees. 

The first was an outfall on A street and 
a disposal plant and sewer farm north of 
the Santa Fe tracks, just inside the east 
boundary line of the city. The second 
was the plan which we have adopted— 
that of joining Ontario. 

The second plan,. though a little more 
costly at the outset, is much the cheaper 
and better plan. 

The disposal plant and sewer farm 
would cost about four thousand dollars 
less to install but the per annum upkeep 
of this system would be between $1500 and 
$2500. Taking the lowest estimate of 
#1500 yearly for twenty-four years or the 
length of the bond issue we have $36,000 
spent in upkeep. Adding to this the origi- 
nal cost and interest on bonds, we would 
have nearly $70,000 invested in the first 
plan in twenty-five years. 

Ontario made us a proposition of mnu- 
tual benefit. 

We are to construct an outfall on A 
street to Campus and south on Campus 
connecting with their outfall from = On- 
tario, They reserve the right to lay lat 
eral lines to connect with this outfall and 
agree to take care of our sewage for a 
period of twenty-four years free of cost 


to us. 

The cost of this outfall is $24,000 and 
it is for this proposition that we vote 
June 5th. 

There is no expense of upkeep to Up- 
land in this plan and the bonds and in- 
terest in twenty-five years would amount 
to $36,000, or a saving to the city of al- 
most the cost of the outfall over the first 
plan in twenty-five years.

That is one reason we decided on the 
Ontario proposition. 

Another is that the only available loca- 
tion for our own disposal plant was so 
situated that it would have depreciated 
all! of the property on East Ninth street, 
and, needless to say, we do not want to 
injure those whose homes were in this 
locality. 

"The assessed valuation of 
the present time is $2,000,000. The length 
of the sewer bond issue is twenty-five 
years. One bond of $1000 will be paid off 
each year and the interest at 5 per cent 
will range from $1200 the first year to 
#50 the twenty-fifth year. 

The rate of taxation necessary to ,raise 
this amount (both bond and interest) will 
be 11 cents on the $100 of assessed valua- 
tion the first year and allowing for in- 
ereased growth of the city, about 3 cents 
the last year, or an average of 7 cents on 
the $100 valuation for the full time. 

The assessed valuation of the average 
ten-acre grove, full-bearing, is $5000. The 
proportion of this expense would be $3.50 
per year. 

Don't you think the benefits would be 
worth that much? 

The lateral lines north of A street will 
be pyt in under the Vrooman act and 
will be paid for by the district which they 
serve. 

The assessment on a 50-foot lot will be 
approximately $15, not over $16. The as 
sessment on Second avenue between A 
street and (street (the district most 
benefited) will be about a dollar a front 
foot. 

Do you think you ean 
against this proposition ? 

Some people advanced the argument 
that the whole issue should have been 
put in under the Vrooman act, but in that 
case the only ones entitled to use the out. 
fall would have been the district as 
sessed and none of us can say how far 
north, east, or west Upland will have need 
of. sewer laterals in twenty-five or fifty 
years. 

If the bond issue carries, which no doubt 
it will, the whole city is entitled to use

can have the sewer service by petitioning 
the council to lay their lateral lines. 

Figure the cost of a cesspool and when 
you figure it realize that you will need 
another in five or six years. Then take 
7 cents for each $100 of assessed valua- 
tion of your property, add $16 to this 
amount if your property is a residence, 
and #1 per front foot if business property 
on Seeond avenue or Ninth street, when 
you get the result you will find that you 
cannot afford to vote against the sewer 
bonds, 

The highest duty of the citizen is to 
support any move to make bigger, better, 
and healthier the community in which he 
lives. Any measure that makes for these 
results is of direct personal interest to 
every citizen in any town, There is no 
method by which such results can be bet- 
ter obtained than by general cleanliness 
and modern sanitation. 

Few towns in California have grown 
to the population of Upland without in- 
stalling a modern sewer system. It re- 
quires a population of not less than 500 
to ineorporate a town. Only incorporated 
towns ean vote bonds for such improve 
ments. Many towns ineorporate, primar 
ily, in order to aequire sanitary sewers. 
It is not to the credit of any town to re- 
main in the cesspool class after it is able 
to build sewers. Any town that can afford 
to have sewers cannot afford not to have 
them. Cesspools are a constant menace 
to health, and with a very little neglect 
may easily become sources of epidemics 
Besides this they are a barrier to progress. 
No one in this age of ‘modern advancement 
town fhat is not 
provide sewer 


sufficiently up-to-date to 
facilities. The issue cannot be 
ned. Tf a city is to make advancement it 
must be kept clean and free from sewage 
pollution: its offence to the sense and _ its 
lurking menace to health. This ean only 
he done by sewer systems. Other methods 
are ideal in but one respect: as breeding 
vrounds for flies, and retainers of filth.

grower would expect, the level areas 
were the first to suffer from gummo- 
sis, and likewise from them the first 
lemons infected with “brown rot” 
came into the packing house each 
year. Although during their early! 
years the trees on these level por- 
tions were exceptionally large and 
productive, after about eight years 
this unusual vigor gave way here 
and there to a yellow mottling of 
the leave which in some localities 
gradually developed into a chronic 
white chlorosis, in extreme cases 
not oniy robbing the trees of their 
power to produce fruit, but in many 
instances slowly killing them back 
to the ground. All of these trou- 
bles were attributed later to im- 
proper or excessive application of 
water. To remedy them the old 
wooden fiumes were replaced with 
cement pipe lines, and all furrows 
over 600 feet long on flat ground 
were reduced to half that length by 
additional pipe lines. In some 
blocks the direction of the irrigation 
was changed, and special provision 
made by grading and ditching to 
prevent flooding or accumulation of 
waste water or wintemktorm water 
at any point in the orchard.

For uniform distribution this method 
has proven very satisfactory where 
the land has but little grade, as 
stated above.
